For, as Dr. HERTZ well knows, during 
many years past The Jewish Chronicle has constantly urged the 
necessity for the compilation of a list of those who, in the British 
Empire, are rightfully ealled and known as Rabbi. And we 
have suggested, times without number, that in the interests of 
the Community, in the interests of Orthodox Judaism, in the 
interests of the Rabbinate, to do this is the-business of the 
Chief Rabbi of the British Empire; so that those who have not 
properly attained to the title should no longer be allowed to 
deceive, as they are doing, the. public. Why has not Dr. 
Henrz done so? The reason is obvious. He has shirked 
his clear duty. And now he tries to cover his. own delin- 
quency by blaming the Press! Since he holds the Press in 
the contempt he says he dees, he does not show much consis- 
tency in relegating to it one of his own essential tasks. As to his 
estimate of the Press, which he stressed so vidlently on Sunday, 
Dr. HERTZ must not mind our saying that, so far as we are 
concerned, his words fall, to use his own elegant phrase, hke 
‘ water om a duck’s back,” and that for at least two reasons we 
would mention. In the first place he ignores the fact of which, 
however, he must be aware, that just before he himself “ came 
from America,’ had it not been for the attitude and influence of 
at least a not insignificant portion of the Jewish Press in this 
country, the Chief Rabbinate of the British Empire wouldin all 
probability have been in a different condition, and he in an 
altogether different position from what they are to-day. We 
might not have had the advantage of him as spiritual chief, 
while the Chief Rabbinate itself might have receded into the 
Ewighkeit. And in the next place, as Dr. EPSTEIN so aptly 
reminded the Chief Rabbi at the meeting, Dr. HERTZ does on 
occasion use, as well as abuse, the Press. So we must wait till 
the tantrum clouds, whatever caused them to gather, pass and 
the mercury runs once again in our favour. We do not suppose 
it will be for long! 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


The International Exhibition of Old Masters of Six Nations, 
which opened on Monday at the International Art Galleries, 33, St, 
James's Street, should attract a very large number of Jewish visitors. 
For, apart from its being held im aid of the Invalid Children’s Aid 
Association—a very excellent charity—it contains the wonderful 
collection of Jewish Art belonging to Mr. Saloman—one of the most 
interesting collections of Judaica anywhere to be found. It will be 
remetiDered that Mr. Saloman has expressed the hope that the articles 
contained in the collection shall ultimately find a permanent resting- 
place under charge of the British Government, to whom the collection 
has been made over, in Palestine. As the specimens in the collection 
have been growing in the family of Mr. Saloman, so it is said, for some 
six hundred years, they represent a long stretch in point of time of 
Jewish Art, and of course, a wide area of its production. Spain, 
Portugal, Italy, Russia, Germeny and Poland have all contributed 
examples of the silversmith’s “‘ cunning,” portraits of eminent Jews, 
and numberless things used in Jewish ritual. The Marchioness of 
Hartington, the Marchioness of Titchfield, the Viscountess Scarsdale, 
with Miss M. Jessel as Hon. Secretary, form the Committee of the 
Exhibition, which is to remain open till the 7th of February,

A subject of considerable interest to us in this country was also 
touched upon by Mr. Link.

** Liberal’’ Jewish Doctrine. 


The Mopern Cuurcuman, which, in 2 recent issue, printed a paper 
on “Liberal” Judaism, by Dr. Claude Montefiore, in its current 
number refers to a criticism upon the paper which appeared in THE

An Up-to-date Hospital. 

The Manchester Jewish Hospital, which is just now meking 
considerable extensions, is fast geining an enviable reputation for 
its pioneer work. Jt is not long ago that it instituted, and was the 
first institution of the kind to do so, a system whereby patients need 
not be wakened in the mornings at some unearthly hour, but can be 
left to sleep, if their ailments will permit them, for some time later 
than hitherto. This, I should imagine, must have removed one of 
the terrors of those who have to go into in-patient wards. Then this 
same Hospital is introducing @ means whereby the waiting time of 
out-patients, which in the normel way sometimes runs into hours, 
is to be avoided. By arranging special tickets which will be assigned 
to the patients desiring to consult the doctors in attendance, they will 
be seen within a few minutes ofthe hour fixed for them.

Jewish.” has just installed 2 most remarkable apparatus, of which 
there is only one other in the country. It is called the Endoscope, 
and enables the doctor to remove without operation all ** alien ° 
objects that have lodged themselves in the stomach, the oullet or 
the windpi pe, 


The way this remarkable machine works is worth telling. 

Doctors (says the Mancuester Curoyicve, explaining the 
new applance) have always been baffled by many cases where some object 
has been swallowed. Examinations, no matter how close, have been unable 
to reveal the exact location of the foreign matter. Even X-ray has’ failed 
to help in the search. 

The Endoseope, however, can hardly fail. It is a set of tubes, each of 
Which has at the end a pair of electric bulbs about the size of a pin’s head. 

The doctor puts one of the tubes down a patient's oa and by its 
means can examine every nook and cranny of the stomach. When he locates 
foreign matter he passes through the tube an instrument fitted with minia- 
ture scissors, punches, grasping claws, suction tubes, or pin extractors, and 
is thus able to withdraw the interfering body. 

The pin extractor is of most ingenious construction. By its means 
it is possible to grasp a swallowed safety-pin, push it into the stomach, turn 
it round, close it and then withdraw it. 

Four operations of this kind have already been performed by the doctors: 
at the Jewish Hospital and all have been successful. If it had not been for 
the Endoscope the patients would have soon died. 

The most recent use to which the Endoscope was put at the Jewish 
Hospital was to extract an object which had become lodged in a man’s gullet. 
Close examination, including the X-ray, did not reveal the location of the 
object, which had prevented the man from drinking and eating for eight days. 

When the Endoscope was used it was immediately discovered that the 
foreign body was a piece of bone. The bone was extracted without the aid 
of the surgeon’s knife and the man’s life saved. 


Here we have one of the marvels of modern Surgery, which as is the 
way with the science, deems its best triumphs those which render 
the knife unnecessary, with all the consequent physical damage it

THE Rev. I. W. ZUCKER. 

Mr. Henry A. LUSTIG of 50, Devonshire Road, E.9 writes: 

The members of the Central Hackney Synagogue were grieved by the 
news of the death, at the untimely age of forty-one years, of the Rev. 
Isaac Woolf Zucker, which followed only five weeks after the death of his 
wife. The highly esteemed Chazan and communal worker of the Central 
Hackney Synagogue was recognised as one of the leading Chazanim in the 
Metropolis, and was a man of exceptional gifts, a profound Talmudic 
scholar, and the possessor of a beautiful voice, which gained him the 
Gold Medal at THE JEWISH CHRONICLE Musie Festival. He was 
son-in-law of the late Rey. Moses Aaron Kibel, Chatan of Grodzisk, 
Poland ; brother-in-law of the Rev. J. Kibel of Stamford Hill New Syna- 
gogne, and the Rev. 8S. Kibel of Cape Town, He occupied several important 
appointments prior to coming to Hackney. He was the successor to the 
Kev. J. Rosenblatt at the Great Synagogue at Hamburg, and had been 
Chazan at the Islington, Liverpool and Singer's Hill, Birmingham, Syna- 
vogues. His devotion to his spiritual and communal duties and his never- 
failing courtesy and kindness to those with whom he came into contact 
had gained him many admirers among his Congregation, by whom he was 
loved and respected. The deceased is survived by a family of six children.

The Chief Rabbi on “Rabbi or No Rabbi?” 


——- 


“CERTAIN GENTLEMEN FROM AMERICA.” 


A large gathering was present on Sunday in the Synagogue 
Classrooms. Devonshire Road, when a presentation was made to 
Rabbi L. Rabinowitz. M.A., in honour of his obtaining the Rabbinical 
Diploma. Mr. Lronarp B. FRANKLIN, O.B.E., J.P., presided. 

Tue Corer OF THE BRITISH Empire, after complimenting 
tabbi Rabinowitz, said that there were a great many people who did 
not realise that if the title “ Rabbi" was to have any value it must 
be given by an institution or body which was absolutely unchallenge. 
able. The word “ Rabbi” to-day did not carry with it all that 
it did thirty or forty years ago in this country. Then it meant 
that a Rabbi was a follower of Judaism and of Rabbinism, 
To-day there were people who called themselves Rabbis who would 
not only fight Rabbinism, but who were prepared to fight Judaism, 
men who would undermine all that was understood by Rabbinism 
and Judaism. It was a pity that the Press, which in the past had 
been so careful that the title “ Rabbi’ should be given only to 
a man who bad received the Hatarot Horaah, had in the past ten 
or fifteen years got into the habit of the title Rabbi 
to certain gentlemen who came from America and whose Judaism 
was not Judaism. Rabbi Rabinowitz had set out to secure a title 
which would be challenged by none. He applied to Jews’ College, 
whose standard was as stiff and as high as that of any institution in 
the world, but as only those who had been brought up in Jews’ College 
could be admitted by them to the Rabbinate, and Rabbi Rabinowitz 
had not been brought up there, he could not be admitted Conse- 
quently their friend, instead of taking a week-end excursion to 
Galicia and other countries, applied to the Chief Rabbi. “I 
came to the conclusion,’ said Dr. Hertz, “that I must estab- 
lish a Rabbinic Examining Board, composed of myself, the 
Dayanim, representatives of the Yeshiba Etz Chaim, repre- 
sentatives of Jews’ College and also some of the leading 
Rabbanim in the Provincial towns; and from this Board we could 
select an examining body of three to five men who would examine 
the candidates.” Rabbi Rabinowitz was the first candidate to have 
had the advantage of this Rabbinic Examining Board. His Rabbinic 
Degree not only did credit to Rabbi Rabinowitz, but was a credit to 
his Congregation. They had every reason to be proud of their 
Minister, and every reakor to congratulate him. 

Davan Dr. A. FELDMAN, Rabbi, said that Rabbi Rabinowitz would — 
roll away that old reproach that Rabbinical Diplomas could not be 
granted in England. He would be an acquisition to the ranks of 
Rabbis. 

The CHATRMAN presented Rabbi Rabinowitz with a set of volumes 
of the Babylonian Talmud, the Digest of Alfas and seven volumes of 
the Jerusalem Talmud. The presentation, said Mr. Franklin, had 
been subscribed for by practically every membef of the Congrega- 
tion, and they all felt honoured by the honour Rabbi Rabinowitz 
had attained. 

Others who paid tributes’ and offered congratulations to Rabbi 
Rabinowitz were Rabbi M. A. Amiel, of Antwerp, Dayan 8. I. Hillman, 
Rabbi, the Rev. S. Blachman, Mr. Judah Levy and Mr. J. Altman, 

Rabbi RABINOWITZ, in responding, said that he é6wed a debt of 
gratitude which he would never be able to repay, to his father, 
without whose assistance he would hever have been able to attain to 
the celebration of that day. | 

Mr. Il. M. SHocuet responded to the vote of thanks accorded to 
the Presentation Committee; Miss NETTIE ADLER, L.C.C., responded 
on behalf of the visitors. Thanks were also accorded to Mr. Franklin 
for presiding and to the Chief Rabbi.

At a meeting of the Council of Management it was reported that Mr. 
F.. C. Hughes and Mr. E. G. Slesinzer had been appointed Honorary Con- 
sulting Surgeons on their resignation from active work in the Hospital.

Dealing with his recently published second volume, the Chief Rabbi 
said he had had reviews and criticisms from all parts of the world 
and in all languages. <A great many of them had been very friendly 
others had been moderately friendly, while some had been not quite 
so friendly (laughter). He dealt with afew of the criticisms directed 
against the volume and said that for years a complaint had been 
made that Jewish teachers eva led difficulties and that they adopted 
« kind of “ ostrich policy " towards Bible criticism and that they did 
vot face the difficulties fairly and squarely... No had ever 
accused him of cowardice. and when he undertook the work it was 
with the determination that all Bible questions shonld be faced and 
that the Jewish reply to these questions should be given and noth. 
ing whatever evaded. He thought he could claim that he had not 
evaded any important question. One of the criticisms made by a 
Portuguese Jew in the Provinces in one of the reviews, was that 
the volume was useless and hopeless. because it did not publish the 
Sephardi musical notes for the Haftarais! (langiter). While 
some of these criticisms were not. of course, to be taken seriously, 
others were of a different nature. For example, one of them was 
that a commentary ought to stick to facts and thatif certain passages 
were not understood, a short explanation should be given. Such 
a criticism was. however. a mistaken one. Take the great Com-

mentators on Shakespeare: Goethe, Coleridge. Charles Lamb 
and Hazlitt. What they gave them was an interpretation of

mentator was to seek out the inner thought within the text, 
within the message. And this was precisely what he had done.

My Dear COUSIN, 


As a general rule, whenever I pick up a new book, I make a 
point of noting any Jewish reference in it. Recently, three books 
came into my hands which furnished me with one or two matters of 
Jewish interest. 

The first was the new edition of Greville’s Memoirs. Greville. 
ns you will remember, lived in the early part of the nine. 
teenth century, and by virtue of his position as Clerk of the 
Privy Council, knew everybody who was worth knowing, from 
members of the Royal Family downwards. He was a born gossiper. 
und his comprehensive diary affords entertainment as well as 
instruction. The Jewish references in the diary are’ not numerous. 
but they are certainly illuminating. The world in which Greville 
lived and moved (and had his being) was apt to be anti-Semitic.” his 
latest editor writes. Two Jewish references, in particular, | jotted 
down. One was under date August Ist, 1836, recording that Dr. 
Allen on going to see King William IV. to do homage for the See of 
Ely, was addressed by His Majesty in these terms: “ My Lord, 1 do 
not want to interfere in any way with your vote in Parliament except 
on one subject. the Jews, and! trust I may depend on your always 
voting against them. 

This was the period when the battle of Jewish emancipation 
was being fought. Liberal-minded men were ready to give 
the Jews of this country full rights of citizenship. But 
liberal-minded men, because they cultivate progressive thought, 
are generally in @ minority. At any rate, King William IV. was 
against the-Jews. It is not surprising that members of that pare 
ticular Royal Family should not have been counted among the pro- 
gressive minds. Greville, who knew them personally, gives usa 
pretty good picture in his diary.o!f the sort of people they were. I 
sometimes think that a man’s or a nation’s attitude to the Jews is a 
rough and ready test of the profession of true Christian principles, 
The contribution of the Jews to the precious things of civilisation 
is on all hands admitted to be considerable. The Bible has had an 
immense civilising influence. With all their faults—and no one 
would claim that the Jews are perfe« they yet possess outstanding 
qualities of character which all the world values highly—kind.- 
heartedness, consideration for others. readiness to lend a helpful 
hand in time of need. The Jews have done the world no harm: 
they have done it good. Jew hatred is, therefore, a prejudice, and 
he who harbours a stupid prejudice of this kind stamps himself for 
what he is. Knowing King William IV. as we do, bis anti-Jewish 
prejudice is by no means surprising. 

One other thing | jotted down from Greville under date Novem. 
ber 25th, 1853. Disraeli,”” he savs. voted for the Jews. but did not 
speak, which was very base of him. This passage reminds one of 
some Jewish Members of Parliament of our own time. who not only 
do not speak for the Jews when questions of Jewish interest arise 
in the House of Commons, but, unlike Disraeli, do not even vote for 
ther. 

The eighth volume of the ~ Cambridge Ancient History” also 
came into my hands recently. This stout book surveys the early 
history of Rome between 218 and 133 bc. It was during this period 
that Rome came officially into touch with the Jews for the first 
time, and, therefore, the contemporary history of the Jewish people 
is rightly described, in a very readable chapter by Dr. Bevan. He 
there tells the story of the Maccabwean revolt and its victorious 
conclusion, and incidentally he treats of the Book of Daniel. Dr, 
Bevan supports the view, now generally accepted, not only that the 
Kook of Daniel was the first contribution to Jewish apocalyptic 
literature, but that it was written somewhere round about the year 
i646 before the common era. The anonymous author, like so many 
of his successors among the apocalyptical writers, suppressed his 
own personality and sent forth his message to his contemporaries 
through the mouth of a national hero of the past. A reading of the 
Book of Daniel must convince any unprejudiced student that the 
book could not possibly bave been produced in the age in which it 
purports to have been written ; that on the other hand a close study 
of its pages will indicate that there are clear references to the 
Maccabean age. The eleventh chapter in particular is a survey of 
Jewish history from the time of Alexander to that of the Maccabees. 
[ts purpose is to afford consolation to those who were undergoing 
persecution, and its message was to assure the godly that they would 
triumph in the end. 

The third book which occupied my attention was Dean Inge’s 
“ Christian Ethics and Modern Problems.” Dean Inge is always 
stimulating, and Jewish readers of these chapters will find much 
food for thought in his message. Engaged as he is in setting forth 
the essentials of Christian ethics, Dean Inge is bound to touch on 


the essentials of Jewish ethics. The Dean, be it said, is eminently 


fair to the Jewish standpoint. He gives a very readable sketch of 
Jewish ideals in the first centurWof the common era, and recognises 
that Jewish teaching is the basis of Christian teaching. “~' Thou 
Shalt love thy neighbour as thyself’ was not invented by Christ.” 
Dean Inge writes. Or, again: “The moral grandeur of Judaism was 
in some respects higher than that of the surrounding nations.” 

A generation or two ago, Christian writers on Judaism, while

admitting in « niggardly sort of way that Judaism had some good 
qualities, generally magnified Christianity at the expense of Judaism, 
und more often than not they tended to look down on Jewish teach- 
ing. Dean Inge. in his latest book. affords a striking contrast to 
predecessors in this field of study. He is fair toJudaism. Nor does 
the Dean stand alone. You will find that at many of the German 
Universities the members of the Protestant theological faculties are 
most anxious to hear the Jewish presentation of Rabbinic Judaism, 
und to learn from Jewish scholafs. Of late years, Protestant theolo 
gians in Germany have invited and welcomed the co-operation of 
Jewish scholars. They have afforded Jewish scholars an opportunity 
of contributing to enevclopwdias of religion, and they have welcomed 
thein as visiting lecturers at some universities. 

In dealing with Ascetism Dean Inge touches on the deliberate 
cult of dirt as part of the ascetic life. The author has 
some interesting and amusing things to say on this subject; the 
general impression he conveys is that in the middle ages, and even in 
later times, cleanliness was simply unknown, and that Kings and 
Queens, saints and sinners, belonged to the great unwashed. Dean 
Inge quotes Jerome, who while living as a hermit in Svria, relates : 
" M\ skin was covered with such a coating of dirt that I looked bke a 
necro. 


could not help reflecting on the contrast presented to this 
picture by the Jews. Jews have at all times attached great import 
unce to cleanliness. From Bible times onwards they recognised the 
value of water as a cleanser, and what the Bible prescribed the 
Jews throughout the ages practised in their daily lives. Unclean 
ness, they held, was the bridge to idolatry. For the Jew, cleanl: 
ness of the body denoted health, and cleanliness of the soul, beauty. 
There is a striking passage in rabbinic literature in which aman is 
counselled to wash his face, hands and feet every day “for the glory 
of his Creator.’ Then there is that famous story related of Hillel. 
When he left his disciples one day they asked him, “ Where are vou 
going’” “Tam going to perform a divine command,” he replied. 
“ What command is that?” they asked. He replied to. their astonish 
ment, To take a bath.” “Is a bath-then a divine command?” they 
asked again. “Certainly,” he answered. “Observe how the statues 
in the public places are washed and kept clean, and shall not I keep 
my body clean which was created in the image of God?” 

It is in this spirit that the Codes prescribe washing for various 
occasions, and in particular both before and after meals. The 
Rabbis declared boldly that the phrase in the Torah ~ And ye shall 
keep yourselves holy denoted the pre-prandial ablution of the 
hands (2°39 A pious Jew when he gets up in 
the morning will not move even so much as three paces without 
washing. So important was washing held to be that the Codes 
warned the ordinary man of the punishments he might incur for 
abstention from washing. If the culprit be a scholar, he will forget 
his learning; if he be an ordinary man, he will go out of bis mind. 
There is no need to pass comment on this somewhat taive 
psychology, but the presentation of the case leaves little doubt that 
those who framed the Codes attached the very highest importance to 
cleanliness in life. Indeed, not only was the person to be clean, but 
clothes were to be spotless. In this particular the learned man, 
the disciple of the wise, was to be exemplary. If a speck were 
found on the clothes of a scholar, rabbinic literature declares that 
he deserved death. 

Nor was cleanliness limited to clothes or to the person. 
Cleanliness of language was also advocated. A man should 

tell his stary. the Talmud writes somewhere, in clean language 
CTP 3 The teachers of the Talmud realised 
that the re is a close connection between cleanliness of the person 
and cleanliness of the mind. 

Yet there are people who still talk of ~ dirty Jews.’ ’ The Rabbis, 
basing their advocacy on the Biblical principle that all the ways of 
the Torah ave ways of pleasantness, preached cleanliness from the 
earliest days. The theory was made real in Jewish life, one of 
the characteristic features of which was washing on various 
occasions. Even Christian baptism, it may be claimed, is an imitation 
of the ablution of the Jews.

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The Great Redemption. 


Sermon for the Week.

To-morrow is popularly known as 7" FSW, the Sabbath of the 
Song. It is so denominated because the portion of the Law set 
apart for recital in our Synagogues on that day contains the 
dithyrambic verses, the authorship of which is ascribed to the great 
leader, Moses. They are said to have been inspired by one of the 
epochal events of history. The great nation of Egypt had been 
defeated by a comparative handful of its population, of whem it 
thorght so poorly as to subject it for vears to galling slavery. It 
is at least a matter of doubt when exact!, the Hebrews settled intbe 
eouniry. The Bible story bas it that the. migrate d thither when 
Joseph, the son'of Jacob, the third of the Patriarchs, occupied a place 
of power there. On the other hand, it is contended that they were 
the remnant of a pecple who had ruled over Egypt for generations 
but against whom there had been a successful revolt. These people 
were monoibeistic in faith, as oppesed to the polytheism of those 
who displaced them in power and then enslaved them. In turn these 
eosiaved Hebrews revolted under the leads rship of Moses wko was 
himself brought up at the Court of Pharaoh. Finally after many 
attempts to obtsin their frecdom. they escaped from the country—a 
ling from more than one point of view. 
But even so their troubles were rot at an end, for being evict ntly

It constitutes the chief portion. almost 
the who'e of the fifteenth chapter. of the Book of Exodus. Its 
opening words are sufiicientiy challenging 
I wll sing unto the Lord for He is greatly exalted, 
The horse and jus rider hath He cast into the sea. 
The lit and the tone of them pervade the whole of the magnificent 
composition, with its sweeping note of triumph so natura! in cir. 
cumstances, when those who had but yesterday been ground in 
slavery saw their oppressors overcome for ever. According to the 
Higher Critics, this song was composed long after the events it 
celebrates, and generations after the incident around which it is 
written. But if so. that does not detract in the least from the grandeur 
of its phrasing. It stands as a song of triumph foremost among 
allsuch compositions thatare known. And through it there rings an 
idea often found absent from like compositions. It is asked, 
for instance, why in the first lines of it which have just been guoted, 
Joy is expressed first at the overthrow of “the horse” and not 
of the “ rider,” for it was the rider who had been the persecutor 
and the oppressor. But the answer given, however fantastic it may 
be, is Significant. The “ horse.” it is explained, was an instrument 
of Egypt's martial power as it has been of that of every Power 
since, although cavalry is not regarded in modern warfare as 
important as it once was, now that so much of warfare is mechanised. 
But in the Song the “ horse " stands as the highest symbol of power, 
“Some trust in chariots and some in horses, but we wil 
remember the name of the Lord our God.” (Psalms xx.7). And so 
here it was—the material means of power cast into the sea by the 
infinitely superior Power of God which Egypt had contemned and 
set at naught! Thus, the Song is a shout of triumph not over 
the death of human beings, but of the system which is typified 
by the “horse.” There are those who regard the Song with 
anything but admiration because, as they say, it is the joying of 
human beings over the death of their fellows. Indeed, there is a 
well-known beautiful Midrash on the subject which points to the 
objection being an ancient one. The Talmud says that when the 
Egyptian hosts were drowning, the angels in Heaven were about 
to break out in jubilation. But the Holy One Blessed be He 
silenced them: “ My creatures are perishing,” He said, “ and ye are

A “Chief Rabbi" and a Reform Movement.

The black Jews of America have been occupying the attention 
of the Jewish press here for some time; Though only a very smal! 
community, concentrated in Harlem, they have already succeeded 
in outstripping larger Jewish communities so far as internal 
quarrels and dissensions are concerned, anyway. The recent case 
in the New York Court between the Rabbi and the Congregation, in 
which the Rabbi obtained an injunction against the Board of the 
Svnagogue preventing them from spending communal funds pending 
investigation, has also given them a measure of publicity. 

Now they are in the limelight again because of the appearance 
on the scene of.a ~ Chief Rabbi of all black Rabbis of America.” 
As the proud title indicates, the coloured Rabbi claims to be the 
spiritual leader of all coloured Israclites. It appears further that a 
reform movement bas been initiated among black Jews. dividing the 
community into. two sections, orthédox and reform. The “ Chief 
Rabbi of all Black Rabbis of America.” quick to 
Cherem against all those who do not observe the 
reformers. naturally resent such interference. 

The sudden growth of the numbers of negro Jews is explained 
here by the belief of certain members of the coloured pepulation of 
Harlem that by embracing the Jewish faith they may gain socially,

Tsarist Restrictions to Go at Last?

Polish Government to Introduce Bill. 
[From our Correspondent—WARSAW. | 

The Legal Commission of the Sejm has decided finally to abolish 
all the restrictions against Jews which have been in existence in 
Poland since the Russian rule. Several times a Bill for their aboli- 
tion has been brought before the Polish Parliament by the Jewish 
Deputies but there was always something in the way and up to now 
they are still in force. Now the Government itself is bringing ina 
Bill, though the Jewish Deputies, too, bave prepared a Bill of the 
same nature. There remains no doubt that the Sejm will now 
linally abolish the restrictions against Jews. 

Of course, getting rid of these legal restrictions does not mean 
that there will be no actual restrictions left and that Jews will now 
be equal citizens de facto. The Kussian disabilities will go but 
others are still in existence.

Sermon for the Week.

To-morrow is popularly known as YW Maw, the Sabbath of the 
Song. It is so denominated because the portion of the Law set 
apart for recital in our Synagogues on that day contains the 
dithyrambic verses, the authorship of which is ascribed to the great 
leader, Moses. They are said to have been inspired by one of the 
epochal events of history. The great nation of Egypt had been 
defeated by a comparative handful of its population, of whom it 
thought so poorly as to subject it for years to galling slavery. It 
is at least a matter of doubt when exactly the Hebrews settled in tbe 
country. y The Bible story bas it that they migrated thither when 
Joseph, the son of Jacob, the third of the Patriarchs, occupied a place 
of power there. On the other hand. it is contended that they were 
the remnant of a pecp'e who bad ruled over Fgevypt for generations 
but against whom there had been a successful revolt. These people 
were monotheistic in faith, as opposed to the polytheism of those 
who displaced them in power and then enslavedthem. In turn these 
enslaved Hebrews revolted under the leadership of Moses who was 
himself brought up at the Court of Pharaoh. Finally after many 
attempts to obtsin their frecdom, they escaped from ‘the country—a 
perilous ard arxious preeceding from more than one point of view. 
But even so their troubles were not at an end, for being evidently 
valuable slaves, Pharaoh and his advisers did not wish to lose such 
an economic asset. The Egyptians therefore determined to pursue 
the escaped elaves, presunably intending to bring them back to 
Egypt, ond the Hebre ws found thcméelves, soon after they had cast 
the soil of Egypt from off their feet, in extreme difficulty. They 
were hemmed in by the sea to which Moses had led them in 
front and the pursuing Egyptians behind them. No wonder 
some were in despair and actually proposed of their own volition 
to go beck and surrender themselves to these under whom the Vv 
had becn oppressed. They saw-no prospect of ultimate escape, as 
they lcoked upon the forbidding sea, and, if anything, less, as they 
contemplated the Might of Egypt beating down upon them. Moses 
himself seems to have been at a loss how to act in the fateful situa- 
tion. But Faith in God was the answer he received to his heart- 
questionings. le was assured that the Almighty would show the 
strength of His power. He was bidden to move foiward with the 
people he was leading. And then the miracle told in the Exodus 
book followed, when the Red Sea divided, allowing the Children of 
Israel. to cross as upon dry land, the waters returning as the 
Egyptians followed, sothat they perished beneath them. Then it was 
that, so the Bible narrates, as the Hebrews saw their erstwhile 
oppressors dead upon the sea-shore, and realised the great work which 
the Almighty had done, that—again according to Bible story—they 
fell into the Song which has ever since been associated with the name 
of their immortal Leader. It constitutes the chief portion, almost 
the whole of the fifteenth chapter, of the Book of Exodus. Its 
opening words are sufficiently challenging : 
I will sing unto the Lord for He is greatly exalted, 
The horse and his rider hath He cast into the sea. 
The lit and the tone of them pervade the whole of the magnificent 
composition, with its sweeping note of triumph so natural in cir- 
cumstances, when those who had but yesterday been ground in 
slavery saw their oppressors overcome for ever. According.to the 
Higher Critics, this song was composcd long after the events it 
celebrates, and generations after the incident around which it is 
written. But if so, that does not detract in the least from the grandeur 
of its phrasing. It stands as a song of triumph foremost among 
all such compositions that are known. And through it there rings an 
idea often found absent from like compositions. It is asked, 
for instance, why in the first lines of it which have just been quoted, 
joy is expressed first at the overthrow of “the horse” and not 
of the “ rider,” for if was the rider who had been the persecutor 
and the oppressor. But the answer given, however fantastic it may 
be, is significant. The “ horse,” it is explained, was an instrument 
of Egypt's martial power as it has been of that of every Power 
since, although cavalry is not regarded in modern warfare as 
important as it once was, now that so much of warfare is mechanised. 
But in the Song the “ horse " stands as the highest symbol of power, 
“Some trust in chariots and some in: horses, but we wil 
remember the name of the Lord our God.” (Psalms xx, 7). And so 
here it was—the material means of power cast into the sea by the 
infinitely superior Power of God which Egypt had contemned and 
set at naught! Thus, the Song is a shout of triumph not over 
the death of human beings, but of the system which is typified 
by the “horse.” There are those who regard the Song with 
anything but admiration because, as they say, it is the joying of 
human beings over the death of their fellows. Indeed, there is a 
well-known beautiful Midrash on the subject which points to the 
objection being an ancient one. The Talmud says that when the 
Egyptian hosts were drowning, the angels in Heaven were about 
to break out in jubilation. But the Holy One Blessed be He 
silenced them: “ My creatures are perishing,” He said, “and ye are

The report 
and balance-sheet were adopted on the motion of Mr. M. Mitofsky, 


seconded by Mr. M. Leventhal. The following were elected hon,. 


officers for the ensuing year: Messrs. I. Maslin, President; MM. 
Rubinstein, Vice-President; M. Davis, Treasurer; I. Fine, Hon. 
Secretary ; and a Committee of twelve. 

The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Talmud 
Torah Classes was held at the Greenville Hall.. The President, 
Mr. Arthur Newman, P.C., presided, and Mrs. H. Sherowitz, 
President of the Talmud Torah hadies’ Aid and Building Committee, 
distributed the prizes. The Chairman, in his opening address, 
intimated that detailed proposals for the erection of a Jewish Day 
School now forming the subject of negotiation with the Department 
of Education would be submitted before a forthcoming mass meeting. 
Rabbi Dr. Il. Herzog and the Rev. A. Gudansky addressed the pupils. 

Mr. Herbert Adler, Director of Jewish Education to the 
Jewish War Memorial Council, visited Dublin and inspected the 
Hebrew and Religion Classes. A reception in his honour was held 
at the house of the President, “ Balholm,”’ Shrewsbury Road, Dublin. 

A mass meeting of Dublin Jewry was recently held at the 
Greenville Hall, Dolphin's Barn, under the auspices of the Talmud 
Torah. Mr. A. Newman, P.C., was in the chair and he announced 
that the proposals for the erection of a suitable schoolhouse to 
serve as a day school and for Hebrew and religious instruction were 
now happily on the eve of being realised. He described the negotia- 
tions with the Minister for Education on the question of a grant 
towards the cost of erecting and furnishing the building. A portion 
of the cost, about one-third, would in any event, bave to be found 
by the Community and he made a strong appeal for funds. Addresses 
in support of the President's appeal were made by Rabbi Dr. I. 
Herzog and the Rev. A. Gudansky, and tributes were paid by them 
to the work done by the President and Executive Committee. 
A substantial response was made. Resolutions were carried on the 
motion of Mr. W. Nurock, seconded by Mr. Morris Ellis (1) expressing 
the appreciation of the mass meeting to the President and Com- 
mittees for obtaining a suitable site for the schcol.

The Joint British Committee of the Societies “Ort-Oze" (for 
promoting the Economic and Physical Welfare of East-European 
Jewry), has issued a report of its activities. It states: 

The work ofthe “Ort” is reconstruction—to teach the once prosperons 
Jewish trader an occupation, and to grant credits for the purchase of 
machinery and raw materials. To accomplish this, the “Ort” las 
established training centres, vocational schools and agricultural colonic- 
amd has provided tools, inachinery and raw materials. There are a 
present seventy-three ritutions giving training to over 7,000 students. 
During the year 1929, thirteen new schools were established. 141 estates 
and holdings embracing about 100,000 acres, and giving ‘employment to 
have cither been founded or supported. There are beins 
started this year in Soviet Russia, five factories and numerous workshops. 
Thousands of Jewish tailors and bootmakers have been unable to carry on 
because their machines were damaged in pogroms, and the “ Ort” has 
undertaken the responsibility for putting these machinesin working order. 
The Relatives Aid Campaign is anew and jpeportant feature of the work 
vf the “Ort.” By special permission of the Government the Society i- 
to lmport into Russia, free of duty, machinery and implements. 
provided these are paid for by relatives living outside Russia. The sau: 
privilege has recently becn extended to raw materials. Up to last year 
over 5,000 applications had been made, and actual machines had been 
exported to the value.of over £100,000.

A NEW CONSTITUTION. 
COMMUNICATED. 

At the Annual Conference of the University Zionist Federation 
of Great Britain and Ireland, held at Manchester recently, the 
Hon. President, Mr. E. Hinden, B.A., reported on the educational 
progress made by the Federation. Reports were read by the Hon. 
Treasurer and Hon. Secretary. ‘The detailed statements of the 
activities of the Constituent Societies showed that while as a whole 
the position was good, there was room for improvement in the work 
of individual Societies. Cambridge. Manchester and Oxford held 
particularly good records. ‘The Society at London University was 
being completely re-organised, and a considerable improvement could 
be confidently expected. 

The main work of the Conference was to consider the alteration 
of the Constitution. After much discussion, the reforms were 
accepted: and the work of the Federation is now divided into six 
groups or departments: Education; Library; Propaganda among 
non-Jewish Students: Jewish National Fund; Jerusalem University 
Library: Press. The Edueation Department is in charge of the 
Synopses scheme. and will assist Constituent. Societies in the 
preparation cf their Syllabuses. The Library Department will 
supervise and assist Constituent ‘libraries. The Jewish National 
Fand Departinent will arrange for Constituent Societies to devote a 
proportion of the proceeds of social functions to the Jewish National 
Fund and will help in the placing and clearing of boxes and the 
preparal.on of lists of the names of persolls not in possession of boxes.

Mk. LIPSKY'S PROSPECTS. 
From a Correspondent.—NrEW YORK.) 


There are clouds again on the American Zionist horizon. The 
new Zionist Administration which succeeded a year ‘ago Mr. Lipsky 
and his group, is going to have a difficult time, to judge by the Press 
and the rumours current in well-informed circles. There is a great 
deal of dissatisfaction in the rank and file of the Organisation with 
the general position of the Movement. and this discontent is being 
utilised by the former leadeis, who, despite the so-called united 
front, cannot forget their surrender. Me. Lipsky is once more being 
pushed to the forefront, and, at the forthcoming meeting of the 
Advisory Council of the American Zionist Organisation, a new body 
created last year, the questions of leadership and policy, local and 
general, are very likely to come up again for discussion and possible 
revision, 

This Council consists of 150 prominent Zionists and will meet 
arly in February in Cleveland, Ohio. It is expected that a Zionist 
delegation led by Dr. Weizmann, which is to visit the U.S A. in the 
interests of the Keren Hayesod, will arrive in time to address the 
Council. This in itself is of peculiar interest, as Dr. Weizmann 
will this time meet the former opposition in a changed réle: he as 
President in statu demissioni and they in the possession of power. 

This meeting does not promise to be exceptionally cordial, since 
neither Justice Louis Brandeis nor Mr. De Haas have in the least 
changed their views or their attitude towards the present leader of 
the movement.

2.500.000 Dollars for Palestine. 


AMERICAN JEWISH AGENCY DECISION, 
From our Correspondent ~NEW York. | 


The American Section of the Jewish Agency has decided, 
at its Conference. held at the Biltmore Hotel, on Sunday, to 
raise a sum of 2,500,000 dollars for Palestine this year. Al] 
the available forces of the non-Zionist Section of the Jewish 
Agency, ihe prose nt /ionist Administration in America and 
the former Zionist \dministration will be utilised for the purpose of 
making the campaign a success, under the direction of the experi. 
enced organiser of Palestine “ drives,’ Mr. Morris Rothenberg. 
The American Section of the Jewish Agency will also be aided in the 
campaign by a special delegation from Europe, headed by Dr, 
Weizmann. 

An outstanding feature of the Conference was the small number 
(about two per cent.) of non-Zionists present. The chief speakers 
were: Dr. Cyrus Adler. Provisional Chairman of the Agency; Mr. 
Morris Rothenberg. Chairman of the Campaign; Mr, Robert Szold, 
Mr. Louis Lipsky. Judge Mack, Dr. Lee K. Frankel, Miss Henrietta 
Svold. Mr. Nathan Straus. Junr., Dr. Stephen Wise and Mr. James 
Marshall. Strong differences of opinion arose over a resolution to 
include fifty thousand dollars inthe Campaign for setthng Jewish 
legionaries in Palestine. After a long discussion, it was agreed to 
allocate the first fifty thousand dollars collected above the two-and.a- 
half million minimum for that purpose.

Jews in Venic>. 

“ HisTORY OF JEWS IN VENICE,” by Dr. Cecil Roth (Jewish Pub. 
lication Society of America) forms a welcome addition to the Jewish 
«ommunities Series. It differs from the other books of that series 
in dealing with a community which has hitherto lacked a historian. 
This volume is, therefore, the result of considerable original 
research, which is however presented in an eminently readable 
form, and embellished with a plen and five illustrations. The 
author traces the settlement and growth of the Jewish community 
in Venice from the tenth century onwards. It comprised merchants 
and craftsmen, physicians and bankers, shopkeepers and refugees, 
and savants. They formed three separate “nations” 
German, Levantine, and Portuguese, and played an increasingly 
important part in the Hebrew world, at a time when Jews were 
exeluded from both England and Spain. In 1516 there was 
founded in Venice the first so-called Ghetto, the Italian designa- 
tion of those places of Jewish segregation which have had such on 
ir ctleulable influence on the life and thought of Jewry. Perhaps 
at no period in the whole of recent Jewish history have so many 
outstanding personalities lived at the same time in one place as was 
the case at Venice in the seventeenth century. Here flourished 
cuch vivid personalities as Leone da Modena, whose eloquence and 
lénrning attracted to the Venetian Ghetto even Christian pricsts

und royal princes; Simone Luzzatto, who wrote a book arguing that

Religious Liberty. 

“Gop IN FREEDOM,” by the late Luigi Luzzatti (Macmillan 
Company, New York, $5.00/.. This work of outstanding importance. 
is by the great Italran Jew who was Prime Minister of Italy and 
Professor of Public Law at the University of Rome. The honour in 
which the author was held in his own country is shown by the 
r markable eulogy of him which was delivered after his death in 
March 1927, by Mr. Mussolini. This was all the more significant 
in view of the great difference in the ideals and principles of the 
two Statesmen. Evidence of Luzvzatti's fame outside his own land 
is afforded by this English translation—-it had already been translated 
into French, German, and Italian—of bis great work; which is issued 
in commemoration of the one hundredth and fiftieth anniversary of 
(he constitutional establishment of religious liberty in America. The 
00k is ably translated by Professor A. Arbib-Costa and edited by Dr. 
Max J. Kohler; and it is dedicated to the memory of Louis Marshal] 
and Jacob H. Schiff, as leaders in the movements for the abrogation of 
‘he treaty of 1832 between the United States and Russia and for 
ihe international protection of religious minorities. There is a 

arming preface by Dr. Dora Askowitli on the author's life and work, 
‘ud several American supplementary chapters. The latter include 
‘n address by the late President Taft on” The Progressive World- 
~truggle of the Jews for Civil Equality,’ and also the first published 
ccount of the inner history of the drafting of the minority treaties 
2 1919. The book itself is a vindication of the cause to which as 
scholar and statesman Luzzatti devoted his life. That cause may be 
‘pitomised in this principle: all human progress and happiness are 
‘erived from liberty of thought and conscience. Included inthe 
‘uthor's sketches of champions of religious liberty are distinguished 
representatives of the cause belonging to India, Persia, China, Japan, 
‘se Ottoman Empire and the early Church Fathers, as well as its 
‘eat exponents in European and American history. Adequate 
‘rceatment is also given to the movements for the separation of 
‘ate and Church in our day in France, Scotland, Wales and

‘terest is the reference tothe latter. Luzzatti had just received, in 
May, 1914, a letter from Mr. Bratianu, the Prime Minister of 
‘oumania, which concluded with the sentence: “1 must insist on 
vegging you to give up an initiative which is not friendly for 
‘oumania.” “ The letter (says our author) left no room for hope ; 
it was clear that Bratianu would do nothing in the nearj;future, and 
iy heart was sad. I seemed to feel on wy shoulders allithe weight 
of that misfortune which would be prolonged for no one) knew how 
many years more. One ray of consolation reached me/in a letter 
from Lord Balfour, so loftily human in the sobriety of Us language.” 
Space unfortunately does not permit quo’ ation here of the text of Lord 
Balfour's letter, which is given in this volumé (pp. 494-5). In 1925 we 
find Luzzatti, at the great age of $4, working with unabated vigour fcr

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his fellow-Jews, and conc erning himself with their welfare in all lands 
from Poland to Palestine. This book reveals a remarkable combina- 
tion of lofty idealism with practical political wisdom, and shows how 
successfully the author combined the common interests of civilisation 
and humanity with those of the Jewish people in particular. In its 
morethan eight hundred pages iscontained much interesting material 
never before published, and it is therefore all the more-regrettable 
that no index is attached to this informing and encyclopedic work.

(George Allen. and 
gives a bkistory of the famous trial and its 
The brisk and vivid style of the author is well 
preserved in this English translation by Captain Raymond Johnes. 
To those who fo'lowed the account of the trial from day to day 
this book will serve as a reminder, and to those who were 
too young it will form a revelation, of the depths to which 
Chauvinism and race prejudice can plunge humanity when passions 
are arouse!. From chapter to chapter this true drama, which is 
stranger than sensational fiction, unfolds itself. Mere is the innocent 
victim of the drama—Captain (now Lieutenant-Colonel) Alfred 
Dreyfus; the heroes who fought for truth—Colonel Picquart, 
Clemenceau, Emile Zola, Maitre Labori, Jaurcs; and the villains— 
Commandants Esterhazy and Henry and the others. We may be 
permitted bere to add to the sad bet heroic story which is recorded 
in this book two happier pendants. The first is the foundation of 
the Zionist movement by Theodor Herzl, largely as a result of the 
anti-Semitic agitation consequent upon the Dreyfus case. The 
second is the letter which a Jewish member of the French Cabinet 
addressed this month to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE (see the issue of 
January 25rd, 1951), in which he wrote: “At the present moment 
there is in France no anti-Semitic Movement nor any anti-Semitic 
manifestation. The last traces of the great case which roused 
public opinion here some forty years ago were definitely swept 
awav by the war.’

Causes of Anti Semitism. 

Ture Jew anp His Neianpnour,” by Mr. James Parkes (Student 
Christian Movement 5Ss.), is vet another study of the 
causes of anti-Semitism. as investigated by a representative of the 
International Student Service Movement in the European Universi- 
ties. It bas no conversionist motives—in fact the very contrary— 
and represents the views of an impartial and enlightened non-Jewish 
observer. The author gives an account of the historical facts of the 
Jewish dispersion, and shows that the national experience of the 
Jews is in consequence unique. He then proceeds to analyse the 
religious, cultural, economic, social, political, and racial elements in 
anti-Semitism. Some of his. judgments are shrewdly expressed, as 
when he lays the responsibility for much actual, if unintentional, 
anti-Semitism on “ the Gospel caricature of the Pharisees” which is 
taught in modern Sunday schools. But he does not hold the Jews 
entirely unblameworthy. and he is emphatically of opinion that 
anti-Semitism will never be eliminated by a purely passive attitude 
on the part of Jews. It is necessary, he thinks, for Jews actively to 
co-operate with non Jews in removing the causes of anti-Semitism 
One. at least. of those causes is undoubtedly sheer ignorance, and 
I would suggest that such organisations as the B'nai B'rith bave 
done much to combat it recently by providing Jewish speakers and 
lecturers for meetings of non-Jewish Societies. This book can be 
cordially recommended to Jews who are engaged in such work,

An Aguda Publication. 

The leader of the Agud:t Israel, Jacob Rosenheim, has pub- 
lished with Kauffmann of Frankfort two volumes of his essays and 
addresses. ‘They make good reading, for however ‘provocative, and 
however obscurantist he may be, Mr. Rosenheim never fails to be 
interesting and always says what he means. He is “anti-” so 
many things—the Chassidist Judaism of Martin Buber, the intel- 
lectual Judaism of Hermann Cohen, no less than with the nationalist 
Judaism of Franz Rosenzweig or the “ encyclopedist”’’ Judaism of 
Klatzkin. He tilts at women's fashions and discusses the divaga- 
tions of Anglo-Jewry. A great many chapters of the two volumes 
are devoted to Palestinian matters, and the impression that one 
derives from them is that there is very little in this respect to 
choose between Dr. Montefiore and Mr. Rosenheim. The “ Liberal” 
and the obscurantist resort to the same sabotage, and the same 
Schadenfreude.

Col. H. M. Lion and the ofticers of the London Regiment gave a 
supper last Sunday evening at the headquarters of the 2nd Battalion 
of the Jewish Leds’ Brigade, 240a, Ambhurst Road, in honour of 
Colonel E. M. Halsted. Brigade Commandant, and Lt.-Col. E. M. 
Joseph, O.B.E., Chief Staff Officer. Among the eighty-nine officers 
present were Lord Swaythling, Sir Max J. Bonn, Messrs. E. Royalton. 
Kisch, Frank Samuel, E. P. Mosely, G. ID. Solomon, B. M. Woolf, 
Rabbi M. Ginsberg and Dr. 1. Feldman. 

The presentations to Cols. Halsted and Joseph which were made 
by Capt. Lang on behalf of the officers, took the form of albums, 
containing a history of the Brigade since its inception, and framed 
portraits of the recipients. 

Sir MAXx Boxs, who presided. said that he had been interested 
in the movement for twenty-five vears. Thus he bad been able to 
observe what wonderful work had’been performed by their guests 
of honour that evening, Colonel] Halsted and Colonel Joseph. Those 
“twins ” of the Brigade had given thirty-three vears’ service to it, 
and much of its success must be put down to the co-ordination and 
co-operation of those two “earnest” men. Theirs was a proud 
record of continuity of service. They had gained the love and 
respect of all connected with the movement which he would describe 
as the premier movement for Jewish youth in the Community. 

Mr. FRANK SAMUEL associated himself with the tributes. 

Col, HALSTED, in responding, said that to have succeeded during 
his long connection with the Brigade in winning the esteem and 
affection of bis officers was in itself sufficient reward for his humble 
efforts. He referred to the pioneers of the movement, the late 
Col. A. E. W. Goldsmid. Mr. Algernon Lesser and others who had 
realised the need for. establishing the Brigade. Since ‘those days 
the Brigade had grown to its present high position.

Nathan Laski, J.P., in addressing the distinguished visitors, said 
that the building was the gift of the late Alderman I. Frankenburg, 
late President of the Board. It served also as the headquarters 
of a number of local Jewish Societies.~ Last year the Board 
relieved 2.172 cases costing £4,907. Of that sum £589 was granted 
to small .traders, hawkers, etc., to enable them to earn their 
living. The total expenditure amounted to £5,880. The Medical 
Oilicer attended to 476 cases and paid 696 visits to_home patients 
The Loan Department granted 150 loans, amounting £1,594; and 
no bad debts had been incurred. The repayments made totalled 
£1,656. During the fifty-seven years of the existence of the Loan 
Department, £124,000 had been granted, and the total bad debts 
amounted to less than one-fifth. The Jewish Visiting Association, 
which made 7,061 visits to houses during the year, worked in 
co-operation with the Health Departments of Manchester and Salford 
It granted 413 quarts of milk to cases of temporary illness, and sent 
25 women and children to the country and Convalescent Homes. 
The Jewish Orphan Aid Society collected about £500 annually 
towards the support of Manchester orphans at the Jewish Orphanage, 
West Norwood. ~The Council of Manchester and Salford Jews acted 
as the * poor man’s lawyer” and rendered great service to the Com- 
munity. and the Society for the Protection ef Women and Girls dealt 
with the many difficult problems affecting women and as 

The Lord Mayor expressed his thanks for the cofdial welcome 
he had received, and for the enlightened information given concern- 
ing the various activities at Frankenburg House: He was much 
impressed by the statistics of the Loan Department. The small 
number of defaulters and the remarkable record of the borrowers 
showed the fine standard of honour among the Jewish poor. He 
was delighted to learn that the Communal Council was doing good 
work by the aid of Hon. Solicitors. The Lady Mayoress expressed 
her thanks for the bouquet and for the welcome given to her by the 
representatives of the Jewish Community.

“ Religious Conservatism.” | 

lnder the auspices of the B'nai Brith lecture course, Rabbi Dr, 
Salis Daiches, M.A., Ph.D., delivered an address last Sunday in the 
Central Ilotel on “ Religtous Conservatism” (Orthodoxy). Mr. A, 
Levy presided. Judaism, said Dr. Daiches, required no adjectives, 
Orthodoxy and Conservatism werg quite inadequate terms to apply 
to Judaism, for there was no sectarianism in the Jewish religion. 
Svnagogue worship was not the essence of Judaism, but merely the 
neabs to anend. Reform Judaisin failed; {grit had no positive 
foundation and provided no substitute for the Torah. Reforming 
the Synagogue service did not mean reforming Judaism, but in 
reforming the service they must not lose sight of the fact that 
tlebrew was the language of the Jew. Genuine Judaism was always 
progressive and capable of development, but # fully Jewish life 
necessitated a Jewish environment. Here was where Jewish 
Nationalism became such a profound part of Judaism because 
Jewish social laws, the expression of Jewish Ethics, could only 
be practised in a Jewish commonwealth. The modification and 
adaption of Laws and practice would only be possible if recom- 
wended by a Jewish central religious authority universally recog.

Mr. Joseph Nissim, M.A., LL.B., delivered his second lecture on 
the Jewish Law of Inheritance entitled, “ Rudiments of the Jewish 
Law of Bequests,” to the English Branch of the Society for Jewish 
Jurisprudence, at the Inner Temple on Wednesday evening. Mr. 
4. L. Langdon, K.C., presided. 

Mr. Nissim said that the key principle was a proper under. 
.tanding of the Jewish law of gifts. both the exclusion of an heir 
and the positive bequest toanother, whether heir or stranger, must 
ve clearly expressed. Mere exclusion was insufficient. A gift toa 

‘ranger or a Wife may be coupled with the inheritance to ‘the son. 
(he son was then considered a guardian. Bequests to daughters and 
other females were encouraged by the sages. Illustrations were given 
» show how conditional gifts were interpreted. Thedonor'slanguage, 
caid Mr. Nissim, was closely regarded. The Jewish laws of Inbherit- 
ance and Bequests were even now given practical effect to in the 
case of Jews in Egypt. In Iraq the Beth Din would apply the 
Jewish law, but the local Courts would apply the law of the land. In 
alestine Jews were governed by the Jewish law of bequests, but by 
» local law in the case of intestacy. In Calcutta, Bombay, Madras 
and Aden, though not elsewhere in British India, Jewish inhabitants 

n matters of inheritance and succession must conform to their 
personal law. In this branch of Jewish law there was no trace of 
harshness nor was it neglectful of the rights of women. 

Mr. NORMAN BENTWICH said Mr. Nissim was right im saying that 
the Jewish law in matters of Wills did apply in Palestine, and in 
regard to Intestacy there was the possibility of app'ying the Jewish 
law if all the heirs agreed to that course. If any of the heirs wished 
the local law of Palestine to be applied. they could ask for the case 
to be transferred from the Rabbinical Court to the Civil. 

Professor A, BUCHLER said there was definite evidence from the 
vear 1 extending to the vear 70 that disinheriting was a novelty. 
and that the Rabbis of the time disapproved. ‘When a father 
disinherited his son and gave away his property to strangers, 
Shammai had strongly objected.

BANKRUPTCY,— Jacos Press, Butcher, late of 114, Commercial Road, 
and 36, Watney Street, E., adjudged a bankrupt on October 3rd last, with 
ranking liabilities estimated at £995, applied to Mr. Registrar Mellor, in 
the London Bankruptcy Court, for his dis harge. The debtor attributed

AIDING AND ABETTING ALLEGED,.—At the North London Police 
Court, on Friday, a fine of £10 and £5 5s. costs was imposed on REUBEN 
CLENOVITCH, 66, a dealer, of St. Mark's Road, Dalston, who was con- 
victed of a charge alleging that he aided and abetted Henry Forecast in 
the commission of a felony. Forecast, a twenty-three years’ old salesman, 
pleaded euilty to a charge of stealing a plano as bailee, and was fined £5. 
Clenovitch pleaded not guilty. The allegation was that Clenovitch 
obtained the piano from Forecast, knowing that he was purchasing it on 
the instalment system and had not completed his payments. Clenoyviteh, 
giving evidence, sdid that he had earricd on business in the district for 
thirty-eight years and no complaint had ever been made before against 
him. He had on several occasions assisted the Police. After he had had 
a look at the piano he asked Forecast for a receipt. Forecast showed 
him a receipt, which he did not think was a good one. He declined to 
pirchase the piano. The next time he heard about the piano was on the 
sunday following the day on which he was charged, when his daughter 
iwho was about to be married) said that she had purchased the piano, 
The daughter told the Court that she had purchased the piano. A Mr. 
Donaldson said that whenever he heard people “running down Jews 
generally ” he alway pointed to Mr. Clenovitch as an example that they 
were wiong. He was amazed and staggered when he heard of the charge 
brought against Mr. Clenovitch. He felt sure there must be some mistake. 
Rabbi Harris Cohen said that he knew of the accused as being a man of 
the highest possible character. Mr. Bertrand Watson (the magistrate) 


said that the evidence called by the prosecution satisfied him that. 


Clenovitch had aided Forecast in the offence and there must be a 
conviction. 


SENTENCED FOR ROPBERY.—“ This was wholesale robbery,” said 
Mr. Basil Watson, K.C., the magistrate at the North London Police Court 
on Tuesday when sentencing two Jewish street traders to 12 months 
imprisonment each on charges of stealing from a warehouse at Kilburn 
Lane, Willesden, ten wireless sets and an accumulator, value £236 15s. 6d., 
and stealing from a shop at 285, Finchley Road, Hampstead, articles to 
the value of £105. The charges were reduced to larceny from housec- 
breaking, and both men pleaded not guilty. They were SAM Da Costa, 
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25, and JACK MORRISON, 25, both of 81, Farleigh Road, N.16. Although 
Da Costa, on oath, and Morrison, from the dock, denied committing the 
offences, Mr. Basil Watson said he thought the cases were proved, 
Detective-Inspector Sharpe said that Da Costa had been twice bound 
over, and had served three years at Borstal, and that Morrison had been 
sentenced to two months for stealing a bicycle. and had also served three 
years at Borstal. Mr. Basil Watson imposed sentences of 6 months on 
each charge, to run consecutively.

The Vital Quality. 

All the criticisms of César Franck’s Svimphony are true enough: it is 
remarkably poor in ideas, its movements slow no development but merely 
turn backward on themselves, he repeats his themes three or four times 
ever with hardly the slightest variation until he has almost worked them 
to death, and those themes themselves are commonplace enough in their 
outline, All true, yet the Symphony has that vital quality without which 
no music can live, no matter how ingenious its tunes or how skilfully 
constructed its orchestration. It was this vital quality that Ansermet 
chiefly emphasised at the B.B.C. concert last week, sometimes to the loss
